Today, or in the near future, there
i more than a good chance that the
game man will be allowed to walk free-
iy out the same door, exonerated of the
crime which placed him behind the bars,

{he Lyceum Theatre, fn his town. Four

sars after the flames had dévorred the
m-uetura Emmett waa arrested.  Four
men had gone to the authorities, in re-

the torch.
.~ A strong rumor that Roy Wernett,
the chief of these witnesses against|
Pmmett, has recanted and admitted |
Emmett was Innocent, has reached
such proportions that it is being invea-
tigated by the authorities.

Went to Prison Alone

Emmeit was much in the public e o y

from the time of his arrest to t
time of his surrender at the Eutern
Penitentiary. In the first place it at-

tracted great attention when he was |

arreated nearly four years after the
fire he was mecused of starting. Again
he had two trinls, replete with sénsa-
tional fentures. hen when he found
that, while he was out on £12,000 ball,
the Court had refused to notice his
jatest appeal, he went to the court-
houso and surrendered, offering to ‘ol
(o the prison alone,

He was allowed to lfu by himeelf nmll
ihere was great puble interest in his |
irip. And then, suddenly, it developed |
that Emnmett 'was missing. e had not
arrived at the time he rhould have.

Just as the anthorities decided the
jionor system of Warden MeKenty waa
o fallure Fmmett turned up. It de-
veloped he had come to this rltf from
Allentown b{wtho way of Harrisburg;
hin purpose being to bid his wife fare-
well, She was employed as o cashier |
in g motion-plcture theatre in the State
capital,

Since Wa inearceration Emmett hos
veen n model prisoner, Ile bas never
admitted his goilt, but on the other
land he hns not constantly reiterated
liis innocence, This steady plea on the !
snrt of the majority of prisoners rapldly ‘
gete to ba a bore toiprison officials. Few
prisoners will admit their guilt. Em-
wett simply has not discussed it.

Several employes testified he had hired |
them to wet fire to the structure, but |
none could bring out that he had ob- |
talned more than an old organ out of

IJf they are, it is like-
Iy tha United Staten courts will be
brought Into the case, and it is more
than ponsible that before long the heavy
doors of the penitentiary will swing
open as easily and w illingly to releass |
Ilm as they did to admit him a few |
months ago.
